Judge Claims Efforts

today that the justice department tried first to prevent and. 
then to stop a grand jury investigation last year of St. Louia 
tax scandals. 

Judge George H. Moore said the late Drake Watson, U. S. 
attorney at St. Louis, confessed this to him last October, a 
few months before Watson died. 

The St. Louis judge made his charges in a deposition put 
■ in the record by a houae judi- 
ciary aubcommittee inves- 
tigating the juBtica depart- 
ment,

■beard tutlmony- that dapovoent 
bfflcUb, amons them ^llls N. Slock, 
tried to thwart the tax Inquiry by 
Improperly Influencing members ol 
the federal gnxtA. Jury. 

Denlei Tampering 
Slack, acting assistant attorney 
general, appeared before the sub- 
committee to deny any tampering 
with the grand Jury. He conceded 
he described aa "excellent" en early 
partial report by the grand Jury 
other witnesses called a "white- 
wash." But he said he "probably" 
was merely commenting on Its 
draltsmanshlp. 

The grand Jury, at Judge Moore's 
Insistence, reopened Its Investigation 
and Indicted several persons. Includ- 
ing St. Louis Revenue Collector 
James P. Flruiesan, aubaoqueatly 
convicted ot misconduct, 
Oppoecd Start 
Moore salff the srand Jury Investi- 
gation started March 1. lOSl. at hia 
insistence, despite Justice depart- 
ment opposition. He said J. Howard 
McOrath, then attorney general. Ig- 
nored his personal warning of 
'pre.islng" need for the Inquiry. 

Tlirce weeks after the Investiga- 
tion started, Moore said, Slack tried 
to "closo" It prematurely by Insti- 
gating the "whltowanh" rciiort In 
which tlie grand jury praised the 
governtiient's handling ot tax cases, 
Mooro said ho gut his ntorv of 
Slack's role In the preparation of the 
pnrtlnl reiKirt from Watson on or 
almiit Oct. n. 1001, two days before 
Walson roslgnrd becnuso nt Illness, 
Watson died Dec. IS, 1091,

or the temporary by-product of a sky roclcet- 
Ing Inflation. 

The real Issue to bP determined in the 
forthcoming November election Is whether 
or not 20 years of New Deallsm hnvp strPTiKth 
ened or weakened this country. 

It remains for the Republicans, and their 
presidential candidate in particular, to con- 
vince the American people between now and 
November, that what seems to be prosperity 
on the surface Is only a mirage created 
largely by government spending. 

They must impress upon the American 
people that this country's staggering In- 
debtedness is something very serious; that 
continued deficit spending can run this na- 
tion into banltruptcy. 

The people must be made to realize that 
a day of reckoning Is bound to come and 
that at best it will be a sad reawakening. 
Otherwise the entrenched bureaucracy In 
Washington will continue in power until it 
spends this country, broke and socialism 
finally becomes a reality as It has In Great 
Britain. 

In that connection, It is Interesting to 
reed what Pfolessor Jewkes of Great Britain 
has to say in his well known book on "Ordeal 
by Planning." 

"In the long run," ho writes, "the plan- 
ned economy destroys the Independent 
habits and attitudes through which alone 
freedom can preserve. As private property 
diminishes In Importance through pencd 
taxation, the lowering of the rate of In- 
terest and the growing relative Importance 
of state property, fewer and fewer people 
are In the Independent position In which 
they can fearlessly criticize government 
policy without risking their livelihood and 
the security of their family. The number of 
people grows whose incomes wholly or partly 
depend upon keeping their mouths shut and 
their thoughts private." 

With one out of every six Americans now 
receiving checks from the federal govern- 
ment and the number Increasing constantly, 
this should give us food for serious thought. 

Between now and November the Republi- 
cans should be wasting no, time In reviewing 
all the debauchery In Washington under the 
present administration, with a convincing 
analysis as to what It alt should mean to 
the average American citizen. 

Not only that, the' Republicans and Mr, 
Elsenhower should be giving the people abso- 
lute assurance that they stand ready to put 
an end to all this graft and corruption in 
government, and to curb the wastefulness In 
governnjent spending In every way possible. 

They must drive home that assurance 
much more effectively than thoy have up to 
now.

Although Qeneial Elsenhowcr'r strategists 
expect to get a better break among such 
normally Democratic elements aa labor, in 
dependents, racial groups and the colored 
voters than tho GOP has enjoyed in yoar.-i, 
there Is an oxtiomely effectlvo army of votorH 
whom he cannot Influence, and who.io vote 
may be decisive.

DIFFERENCE— The cleavaue between these two 
factions, despite understandable elforts to conceal It, 
runs deep. The Tnimans, DawBons. Connellyd, 
VaUEhans and Sleelmnns look upon politics and gov- 
l aa a game: the Stcvcnron coti>rle reftard 
civic rciponslbJllty and ft dlttlrult science, 
comparison between Tnimnn'.! partisan dia- 
tribes and Stevenson's classic and cultured utterances 
reveals, they don't speak the same language or under- 
stand each other's approach to public problems. 

In short, there Is far more difference, basically, 
between Stevenson and Truman than there Is be. 
twccn Stevenson and Elsenhower. 

This paradox makes It difficult for millions of 
people to decide how they will vote next (all. 

LIBERAL— Wyatt has been danuied by General 
Elsenhower. Senator Nixon and Bcnator Dlrksen, to 
list only his most prominent detractors, because ho 
once headed the Americana for Democratic Action. 
The heads of this Humphrey -Mood y-Blddle-Rooac- 
velt organization tried In vain to capture the party 
at Chicago, and to drive the south Into noUtlcal 
exile. 

But Wyatt presided over ADA In 19*7, before It 
had become a "captive" of metropolitan and fdealoglcal 
leftists. In those days It fought against Isolationism, 
backed the Marshall plan, urged preservation of 
dvU rights, opposed communist Infiltration of gov- 
ernment, denounced the third-party movement organ- 
ized by Wallace. It waa liberal but not radical. 

Wyatt himself, then and now, took Issue with two 
of the current ADAers' basic demands. He favored 
revision of tho Taft-Hartley act, as against Tniman'i 
reiterated demand /or repeal. He believes with Steven- 
son that tho fal|: employment practices problem 
could be handled on a state level, unless proved and 
recurrent local abuses require federal action. 

BEHAVIOUR— Wyatt's convention role In 1948, 
however, placed him high on Tnmian's extensive 
and comprehensive black books. The man In the 
White House never has forgiven Uie Louisville mar 
for his behaviour at Philadelphia. 

When other ADA officials. Including James Roose- 
velt, were demanding that Truman be sidetracked 
In favor of General Elsenhower, Wyatt urged the 
noinlnatlon of Barkley for first place on the ticket. 
He was one of the KentucWan's nominators for sec- 
ond place. At Ohlcago that year he voted alpng 
With the Eentuc)ty delegation for Barkle^ against his 
old friend, dovemor Stevenson.

Mrs, Holmes O. Lash, 211 Tenth 
Kvcnue north, has In her posie.vilon 
many pieces ot preMcd Bias.-! pro- 
duced durlnK the IBSO-IBBO pprlod, A 
pitcher nnd three Boblnts of VVpst- 
warif Ho" pnttern, now m'"-h In de- 
mand by collcetirs. Is typlmlly 
American with lis depletion of the 
pioneer's Job cabin, the deer and the 
bison In frosted dcslBn, produced by 
an acid used by the mnnufacturcrB, 
James Qilllndcr and Son.s, Phila- 
delphia, when the pattern was first 
Introduced in 1878. 

In "Inverted thumbpritit" pattern, 
Mre. Laah haa a pitcher of cranberry 
color and a peach-colored Ilnger- 
bowl. The pnttern was made In the 
1880'8 In larBC quantities by the 
Hobbs, Brocunler nnd company of 
Wtaeclln?, W. Va, Her amberlnn vase 
and salt and pepper shnlcers alio 
were made during the same period. 
A bright Rddltlon to her collection, 
unberlna Is b color combining am- 
ber and red, the amber at the base 
fusing Into an attractive red at the 
top. 

A large covered ctimpote ot the 
"thumbprint" design can be classed 
u ft museimi piece, since It ranks 
among the top pieces by collectors 
of preflsed glass. The design .was 
produced about ISflO by Bakewell, 
Pears and company of Pittsburgh. A 
bread plate, designed with the 
Lord's Supper, was also made In 
Pittsburgh at a fairly late period. 
Her collection includes a berry dish 
ot the "dais? and button" design 
which came out during the let« 
MvenC i end eighties and was a 
populu pattern during the period. 
Closely related to the "daisy nnd 
button" is the "owirl" design of 
brilliant glasj, ot which Mrs. Lash'a 
celery dish and inkwell are treas- 
lured examples. 

A "trosUd cherry" lUsh made 
about 1870 shows the cherry design 
tn bold relief with atlppled leaves. 
A representative ot the "diamond 
point" pattern U Mrs, Laah'a fruit 
dish produced about 1650 by the 
Haw England aiaas company, 
originally called the "sharp dia- 
mond" and at one time fairly plenti- 
ful. 

Among her favorite pieces In her 
collection are five fooled sauce 
dishes of the "barley" pattern. The 
delicate pnttern, showing a tracing 
of fem-like leaves, was produced in 
the late ISflO's. Among the many 
Interesting pieces she possesses is n 
dish of green gtesa that hod been 
broken during an early period and 
mended with metal brads, making It 
■olid and usable,

A compote and several other pieces 
are In her collection of the "end ot 
the day" type. These pieces, often 
ot unusual designs, were mude by 
workers at the close of the day when 
the regular buslne.M of making glass 
completed. The Itlt-over mix- 
tures were stirred up and finished to 
suit the maker's fancy. 

Mrs. A. P. Oslund. 1160 Addison 
avenue ea.'^t, has a tumbler of 
'thumbprint" pattern now more 
than lU) years old, which would be 
valuable to a collector of early heavy 
glass. The original name was "argus'" 
nnd the glnsswnrc Is heavy In weight, 
having a clear bell-Uice ring. Later 
pieces had fewer and smaller thumb' 
prints and the sIbm was not as brtV 
Hunt. 

Mrs. H. C. Stronks. 1321 Ninth 
avenue east, displays a numt)er ot 
pieces ot early pressed glass that 
were "handed down" In her family. 
A vinegar cruet of "thousand eye 
hob nail" made during the seventies 
by an Ohio glass firm was manu- 
factured In a «holce of three colors 
— amlier. blue or clear. A Jam Jar 
In "Cupid and Venus" design has as 
an out&tAndlng feature the Ilgures 
of Cupid and Venus In k beaded 
oval ot clear glass. Mrs. Btronks' 
collection also includes a fruit dish 
of opaque glass in the combination 
ot colors of blue and whlt«.

LONDON. iNEA) - A'i If .soclallKcd 
England doesn't have cnouRh trouble 
with the growing specter ol bank- 
ruptcy and a one-time hero named 
Winston Churchill whoso glamor U 
wearing thin, she's now stuck with 
trying lb- un.wclallJie part ot her 
socialization. 

"Good or Winnie" himself. Prime 
Minister, again after leading Britain 
to victory in World war II, U as 
ready as anybody to admit how 
lough the sailing really Is. 

'Land and nations whom we 
defeated in war or rescued from 
subjection are today more solidly 
sure ol earning their living than 
we are," he Intoned recently In his 
famous style. 

One reference could well have 
been to Germany, with whom the 
British parliament has since rati- 
fied preliminary World war II 
peace terms despite laborlte op- 
position. 

British taxes, considerably higher 
than ours, are also higher than 
Germany's. Germany hasn't the na- 
tional debt to pay off that England 
does. Germany produces much more 
food per capita than does England

John Bojle, senerftl manager of 
ttie power company, said there 
w»« itnng CTldencB ta suggest that 
cloudseedlng added materially to 
water supplies for the Rogua river 
valley. 

"If further experlmenta can be 
continued next winter, the bene- 
ficial effeote on the summer water 
supply lor this entire area would be 
entremely Important," Boyle inld.

Practically all the red losses are 
In air combat north ot the battle 
line.

Governors of 
West Oppose 
Lands Policy 

OLYMPIA, Wft.sh.. Aug. 28 «V- 
Western governors (eel land ac- 
quisition by the federal government 
should be halted except for acquisi- 
tions essential to national security. 

Governor Uingllc said the gover- 
irs made their views known In a 
memorandum expressing their feel- 
ings on the public lands plank of 
the nepubllcan platform. The mem- 
orandum was presented to General 
Elsenhower at a meeting In Boise 
last week, Langlle added. 

Full Development 
'Full development and use of 
national forests and other public 
lands Is essential II the greatest 
benefits to the public nnd the nation 
are to be reallied," the memorandum 
said. 

"Close cooperation between fed- 
eral land managers, state and local 
governments Is essential to attain 
the best passible multiple use of 
public lands." 

Over-Graxlng Rapped 

At another point the memo- 
randum said "over-grBzlng by do- 
mestic or wild animals or oilier 
Improper use ot public lands which 
result in loss ot soil cover, soil ero- 
sion, fln.ih Hoods or deforestation 
should not bo permitted. 

"The organization ot local ad- 
visory councils should be encouraged 
to help public land officials make 
full use of the lands compalalile wlUi 
local conditions . . ." 

Langlle said tlie western governors 
drew on the Plnchot policy lo ex- 
press their views. Back in 1808. 
he explained. President Theodoro 
Itoosevell's secretary o[ agriculture, 
Jnmca Wilson, sent a letter lo Gl(- 
lord Pltirhol, establishing a public 
lanils policy which provided for the 
"grenlesl good to the grcak.it niuii- 
ber In the long run."
